Southern Gets Direct Short Line 
from St. Louis and Cairo to the 
Gulf—Mr. Spencer Coming 
South To Inspect 
New Property. 


New York, January 30.—The Southern 
Railway Company today secured control 
of the Mobile and Ohio Railroad Compa- 
ny. The terms were briefly outlined in 
the following statement given out tonight 

‘by W. Butler Duncan, chairman of the 


board of directors of the Mobile and Ohio: ) 


‘The Southern Railway Company has 
offered to the holders of the bonds and 
Btock of the Mobile and Ohio Railroad 


pe tt fh in effect, the guarantee of the 
general mortgage 4 per cent bonds of the 


latter company, and to the stockholders 
of the Mobile and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany an annual payment equal to a divi- 
dend of 2 per cent for the first year, 3 
per cent for the second and 4 per cent 
in perpetuity thereafier.”’ 

The passing of the control of the Mo- 
bile and- Ohio Railroad Company through 
ownership of a majority of the general 
‘mortgage bonds is complete, so far as the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company is 
concerned. The deal only awaits a for- 
mal ratification by the Southern Railway 
Company. When Chairman Duncan was 
asked tonight as to whether there was 
any possibility of the arrangements fail- 
ing through, he replied that there was 
Mo possibility whatever. He said that so 


— as @hy person could foresee, the ar- 


rangements for the future control of the 
, Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company were 
' settled, the leading interests on both sides 


having consented to arrangements outlined 
| in his statement. He said that the board 
of directors of the Mobile and Ohio Rail- 


road Company had today recommended 
the adoption of the proposition of the 
Southern Railway Company, and that so 
. far as he was personally concerned, he 


was ‘th favor of the proposed plan. 


President § neer Talks. 
Beane of the South- 
ern Railway Company, gave out the fol- 

lowing statemént: 

“The circular addressed to the general 
_ mortgage bond holders and to the stock- 
holders of the Mobile and Ohio explains 
‘the transaction of the proposed acqui- 
' gition of those securities by the Southern 
' Railway Company, and by this, means

“The value of the Mobile and Ohio, to 
‘the Southern, is chiefly in giving to it a 
, direct short line from St. Louis and Cal- 
ro to the gulf. 

‘The valuable terminals of the Mobile 
.and Ohio at Mobile used in connection 
‘with those of the Southern, will enable 

us to develop traffic through that port 
-to an extent which would not be. practi- 
cable to either of the two lines operated 

separtely, and the recent acquisition by 
the Southern of the large and valuable 
terminals at St. Louis through its St. 

Louis division. which are very much 
larger than those possessed by the Mobile

and Ohio, will enable the Mobile and Ohio. 


l}ine to develop a business at and from 
the St. Louis gateway to an extent and in 
a@ manner that would be impossible with 
the limited terminals heretofore available 
to the Mobile and Ohio. 

“The Mobile and Ohio had previously 
built a line to the edge of the Birming- 
ham coal and iron district, but without 
gaining a real entrance. This entrance 
the Southern can now furnish in the most 
adequate way without further construc- 
tion or purchase of terminals. This will 
materially strengthen the Mobile and 
Ohio property as well as the Southern’s. 

“The Southern will reap another ad- 
vantage in gaining an entrance into the 
city of Montgomery.”’ 

President Spencer expects to start south 
within a day or two, and he will make 
‘@ thorough investigation of the Mobile

DIVISION OF SENTIMENT

Brunswick, Ga., January 30.—(Special.) 
After a spirited debate, participated in 
by many delegates to the national mari- 
, time congress, the resolution offered by 
Mr. Edwin Brbobston, of Brunswick, fa- 
voring ship subs'dy Was held over until 
tomorrow morning for debate, and 
promptly on the opening of congress ten- 
minute speeches will commence. The 
Brobston resolution was referred to the 
committee on resolutiong and a report 
from that committee unanimously and fa- 
vorably indorsed the document. 

The congress was called to order by 
President Frank D. Aiken, of the Bruns- 
wick board of trade. Hon. J. E. duBig- 
non, acting mayor, delivered an address 
of welcome on behalf of the city, while 
Mr. Brobston welcomed them on behalf 
of the board of trade, saying in part: 

“Brunswick throws wide her gates to- 
day and bids a welcome that is sincere, 
and I have not words to convey an ex- 


pression of our people’s pleasure. 
“Brunswick is proverbial for hospitality 


and her latch string hangs out to the 
stranger who would come among us—al- 
ways, be he rich or poor, or proud or 
humble. It is our pleasure on this occa- 
sion to greet the many distinguished 
Americans who have gathered here from 
as many sections of our common country 
and to know you have gathered in the 
} interest of a matter that is dear to. our 
hearts makes this greeting gare 4 cor- 
dial. 

“The spirit of commercialism ata ex- 
panding trade which is abroad in the 
world has found a most ready echo in the 
southern heart, for we see in it our grand 
opportunity, a wider market for our 
mountains of coal and iron and our for- 
ests of timber, as well as wider marts for 
our cotton goods, are interesting themes 
just now. 

“Suffice it now for me to say our hearts 
and our homes are open to you, it mat- 
ters not from whence you hail. 

‘Gentlemen, we bid you welcome, and 
whether you settle the grave questions 
that come before you, or whether you 
do not settle them, of one thing be sure— 
that Brunswick is delighted at your com- 
ing ana feels honored in your presence.”’ 

Mr. Kay Made Chairman. 

Hon. W. E. Kay, of Brunswick, was 
made permanent chairman; Hon, A. K. 
Miller, of New Orleans, vice chairman; 
Cc. D. Ogg and C. W. Deming, of Bruns- 
wick, secretary and ass.stant secretary. 

Chairman Kay sounded the keynote of 
the congress when he said that the body 
was called together for business and not 
for politics, and that the sole object of 
the session was ‘for the betterment of 
the merchant marine.” He stated that in 
this congress ‘‘republicanism ceases and 
democracy stops.’’ This utterance called 
forth much applause. 

The naval officers from the monitor 
Amphitrite were present in full uniform 
and enjoyed the courtesies of the floor, 
while many ladies lent their graceful 
presence to the session, adding much to 
its attractiveness. The hal] was elabor- 
ately decorated, the motto “American 
Ships for American Cargoes’’ having been 
adopted officially and appearing promi- 
nently with many illustrations of ships. 

In his speech of acceptance, Vice 
Chairman Miller again voiced the senti- 
ment of the convention, as was shown 
by the applause when he stated that ‘‘we 
do not care by what name you call it, 
we want our American ships put on the 
same footing as their competitors.” Fur- 
ther on he said, ‘‘We fail to see the jus- 
tice in opposition to such a plan.” 

Following this speech Colonel duBignon 
extended on behalf of the Jekyl Island 
Club an invitation to the delegates to be 
guests of the club tomorrow, while invi- 
tations from President Kay, of the Phe- 
nix Club, and Captain Houston, of the 
Amphitrite, were ,also accepted. 

The first spirited action of the con- 
gress came when the committee on cre- 
dentials was out. While the congress 
was waiting delegates were invited to 
present any papers they had. Francis B. 
Thurber, of New York, a noted ship sub- 
sidy advocate, presented a paper indors- 
ing that idea. He was not interrupted, 
but when the conclusion came President 
Purse, of the Savannah board of trade, 
declared Mr. Thurber’s paper out of or- 
der. The paper was rece.ved, but on 
Captain Purse raising the point of order 
all debate was cut off and a recess de- 
clared. After the routine work of ap- 
pointing committees was over, the con- 
gress got down to business and Brob- 
ston’s resolution on favoring ship sub- 
sidy, without reference to any pending 
legislation; a resolution requesting the 
United States to build the Nicaragua ca- 
nal; a resolution requesting the United 
States to build and maintain a cable 
between this country and Hawaii and

May Form Regiment at Atlanta. 


General Miles has recommended to the 
secretary of war that one of the ten regi- 
ments of regulars to be released as» soon 
as the army reorganization bill is signed 
by the president shall be recruited at At- 
lanta, or more properly speaking Fort 
McPherson, On the passage of the bill 
orders will be issued for the immediate 
recruitment of five regiments of infantry 
and five regiments of cavalry.

DEAD BODY FOUND

Negro Disappeared from His Home 
About Christmas. 


HALF DOZEN WOUNDS MADE 


Knife and Gun Had Been Used To 
Produce Death.

Augusta, Ga., January W.—(Special.)— 
The discovery of a decomposed body in 
an old, unusued well disclosed toéday a 
brutal murder that was committed proba- 
bly about Christmas time. The well 
is in an old field on Captain B.'J. O’Con- 
ner’s place, about six miles from town. 

A negro chanced to be walking in the 
vicinity of the well and noticed an of- 
fensive smell eminating from it. Think- 
ing some animal might have fallen in the 
well, he looked in and discovered the 
body of a negro floating on the top of the 
water. He at once gave the alarm. The 
coroner was notified and the bedy was 
gotten from the well. It was badly de- 
composed, but was recognized as that of 
Matthew Riley. There was a stab wound 
ig the neck, another just over the heart, 
while a load of shot from a/‘gun had 
been emptied into his back. Wither of 
the wounds would have proluced death. 
A plowshare had been tied to the neck 
with wire, and scratches on the body indi- 
cated that it had been dragged to the 
well. While the weight had been suffi- 
cient to sink the body in the beginning, 
it had not been able to hold it beneath 
the water after it had been swollen with 
the gas and of decomposition. It de- 
veloped that the last time the negro was 
seen alive was on Saturday before Christ- 
mas. At that time he left the sawmill 
‘on Captain O’Conner’s place, where he 
had been at work. He had a wife in 
South Carolina, and it was taken for 
granted that he had gone to her. There 
was no other explanation of his ab- 
sence until the discovery was made. One 
of the suspects is a negro woman, with 
whom Riley is alleged to have bgen on 
close terms. She has been seen at Allen’s 
station wearing a watch which formerly 
belonged to Riley. It is intimated that a

WARSHIP ISIN PURSUIT 


Andrade, Former President of Ven- 
_ @zuela, Is Said To Be Manager 
of the Expedition—Castro ~ 
Reports That He De- 
feats Rebels.

San Juan, P. R., January %.—Senor 
Andrade, the former president of Vene- 
suela, saijed for Santiago and Havana 
yesterday incognito. It is rumored that 
he intends meeting a fili ring expe- 
dition which is reported to on its way 
to Venezuela by way of Cuba. He is said 
to have purchased arms and to have ar- 
ranged the details of the expedition when 
in New York last autumn. There is no 
doubt Andrade is interested in the revo- 
lution. 

It is reported that the Venezuelan gun- 
boa Restaurador, formerly Mr. George 
Gould’s yacht Atlanta, is now on her 
way from Brooklyn, N. Y., with orders 
from President Castro to intercept in the 
Caribbean sea Senor Andrade’s filibuster- 
tion. Pa 

The Venezuelan consul has received a 
dispatch that the expedition is practical- 
ly ready to sail and only awaits the com- 
ing of General Andrade. 

A German steamer, he says, is to con- 
vey the filibysters to their destination, 
which is expected to be at some point on 
the delta of the Orinoco, where rebels are 
ajready gathered in forces. Severa] gun- 
boats, however, are watching the coast 
for expeditions, 

The consul admits that a serious revyo- 
lutionary movement in his country !s in- 


-evitable and that the landing of Andrade 


‘will spur the rebellious elements. He de- 
cjares, however, that President Castro is 
prepared to cope successfully with his 
foes. 

The attitude of the Washington gov- 


-ernment has greatly strengthened Cas- 


tro, he asserts, and the president has im- 
prisoned his chief enemies. Andrade he 
regards as a secondary figurein the rebel- 
lion, which is led by Gene.ai Pietri. 
Passengers on the Red “‘D’’ line steamer 
Philadelphia, from La Guayra, January 
27th, which left for New York today, as- 
serted that President Castro's troeps had 
defeated: the insungents near Cumana 
and a comparatively unimportant mutiny 
among the troops in barracks at Cara- 
cas had been quelled. They also reported 
that the Venezuelan congress would meet 
‘February 2th to legalize the acts of 


‘President Castro, who, since the expul- 


sion of Senor Andrade, has been a dicta- 
tor, acting without electoral sanction. The 
passengers say a genera] uprising might 
take place about that time, but the 
nationalist party had offered its services 
to President Castro to maintain peace.

The 
cash register is demolished, but in their 
hurry to finish this job and go to other 
places they overlooked the bulk of liquor 
stored away. 

Half a block down the street the sec- 
ond scene of “‘joint’’ smashing was en- 
acted. They found this saloon locked, 
Aut axes were applied and the whole glass 
front was demolished. Here their work 
was more complete. The building, a 
great plate glass mirror and everything 
in sight was reduced to the maximum 
of Mrs. Nation's idea. The proprietor was 
smashed over the head with a beer bottle 
and his scalp 'xfd open. He was struck 
by the husband of one of the women. 
In quick succession two other places a 
short distance down the street were sub- 
jected to similar treatment, the fixtures 
smashed and all the liquor turned into 
the gutter. , 

Today’s raid was led by a Mrs. Sheriff, 
of Danville, at small town near by. She 
came to Anthony last night. organized 
the local temperance women and planned 
the crusade. Mrs. Sheriff had previous- 
ly destroyed a saloon in Danville and she 
is accredited with having given Mrs. Na- 
tion the first idea of such a crusade. Mrs. 
Sheriff is a stranger to the people of 
Anthony, and for a time many in the 
crowd that followed the crusaders from 
place to place believed that she was Mrs. 
Nation. 

Some Liquor Escaped. 

The saloon keepers of Anthony each 
have a wareroom aside from their sa- 
loons, where their stock of liquor is kept. 
The crusaders Gid not know this and a 
considerable amount of liquor is yet un- 
molested. 

After the work of demolition was com- 
plete the crusaders held a prayer meet- 
ing on the sidewalk, and “‘Nearer, My 
God, to Theé,’”’ was sung with fervor and 
great unction. 

The women knelt and prayed within 
sight of the wreck, One woman, in an 
impassioned appeal to the Almighty, 
asked that He guide them to other dens 
of iniquity and direct their footsteps to 
other rum cursed towns in Kansas. This 
prayer was interpreted to mean that the 
Anthony women would extend their cru- 
sade, and word was hurriedly sent over 
the telephone wires to adjacent towns 
by local saloon sympathizers, who wished 
to warn their fellow “‘jointists.’’ 

No arrests were made, but the mdyor 
quickiv swore in_ extra police and the cru- 
saders were placed under strict surveil- 
lance, 

He also preserved the names of the wo- 
men engaged in today’s work. As a ge- 
quel to the raid a number of young men 
and two or three small boys became 
reeling drunk. Two of the boys were 
locked: up in the city jail. During the 
excitement they had followed the crusad- 


ers into the saloons and secured a quan- 
tity of whisky, wine and beer.

The revenue cutter whieh was on the 
west coast of Florida was notified of the 
circumstances with TMhstructions to catch 
the Lily White. On the Lily White was 
found 170 five-gallon demijohns of rum, 
and a quantity of cigarettes. The ofli- 
cer took charge of the schooncr and she 
was towed to Key West by the cutter 
MacClean, After arriving here the cap- 
tain of the cutter seized the Dr. Lykes 
for complicity in the smuggling.

STILL RIPPING. 


~ SUBSIDY BILL 


Senators Jones and Turley De- 
nounce the Measure, 


JUST A LOOTING SCHEME 


That’s the Way Jones Describes the 
Measure—Vest Shows That the 
American Shipbuilders Do 
Not Need Any Boun- 

ties. 


Washington, January 30.—The shipping 
bill was kept at the front in the senate 
throughout today. No appreciable prog- 
ress was made, most of the time being 
occupied by Mr. Turley, of Tennessee, 
and Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, in speeches 
severely arraigning the bill’s alloged fa- 
voritism. Early in the day an unsuc- 
cessful effort was made to secure agree- 
ment to the conference report on 
the army reorganization bill. 

The senate agreed to a resolution in- 
troduced by Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, re- 
questing the secretary of war to inform 
the senate whether the executive council 
of Porto Rico has agreed to guarantee div- 
idends to corporations doing business in 
that island, and if so, to report all. de- 
tails. 

The conference report upon the army 
reorganization Dill was presented by Mr. 
Hawley. 

Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, insisted 
that there had been an increase of color 
sergeants in the artillery provision. Mr. 
Hawley denied that there had been any 
increase: of officers in any instance over 
the number permitted in the bill as it 
passed either the house or senate. 

When at 2 o'clock the shipping bill was 
laid before the senate as unfinished busi- 
ness, Mr. Hawley sought to continue con- 
sideyation of the army bill. 

Mr. Pettigrew objected. Mr. Hawley 
finally yielded and gave notice he would 
call up the army bill tomorrow. 

Consideration of the subsidy bill being 
resumed, Mr. Aldrich gave notice cf two 
amendments, cne providing that appli- 
cants for subsidies shall contract to build 
a rew vessel within the United States 
w:thin three years and a second providing 
that the utmost limit of subsidy shall be 
fifteen years instead of twenty years, as 
provided in the bill. 


Large Expenditures Involved. 

Mr. Turley; of Tennessee, then spoke 
against the bill, pcinting out the large 
expenditures involved. He declared that 
already the shipping interests had unws- 
ual privileges under the tariff, the postal 
bounty laws and in many other ways. 

Mr. Turley compared the cost of ship- 
building in various countries. 

This brought out a statement from Mr. 
Vest that ghips could be built for less 
in the United States than in any other 
country. As proof of this, he said Japan 
had advertised for the lowest and best 
bid on a cruiser and the American bidders 
had taken the contract, underbidding the 
British ship builders by 20 per cent. La- 
ter, when Russia called for like bids, the 
American builders again underbid the foér- 
eigners. Only two weeks ago, Mr. Vest 
said, the Cramps had secured a contract 
for building a cruiser for Turkey, as 
against all other bidders. 

Mr. Hawley spoke for two hours and 
was followed by Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, 
in opposition to the measure. 

Mr. Jones said the bill proposed to take 
millions out of the public treasury and 
give it as a free gift to certain favored 
“subsidy beggars.’’ One of the worst feat- 
ures of the measur®, he said, was that the 
vast sums to be paid as subsidies to a 
few wealthy concerns were wrung from 
the laboring people and the poor. 


A Scheme To Loot. 


Mr. Jones said the bill should be enti- 
tled, “‘A bill to enable a select coterie of 
ship owners to loot the United States 
treasury.’ He argued that commercial 
development and extension must come 
from our natural advantages and enter- 
prise, and not from the legislative stimu- 
lus of subsidies. Mr. Jones spoke for two 
hours and then Mr. Berry, of Arkansas, 
called for the formal reading of the bill. 
This brought on considerable controversy 
as to the present form of the Dill. 

Mr. Frye declared that democratic sen- 
ators were delivering New York reform 
club speeches against the measure, ap- 
parently believing it was the Hanna bill 
of two years ago, whereas it had been 
entirely changed and bore little resemb- 
lance to that measure. 

Mr. Morgan said he thought very few 
senators knew what- was in the bill. He 
had been “fox hunting’’ trying to locate 
amendments and learn what was in the 
bill, but had been unable to do so. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas. also spoke of 
the kaleidoscopic changes of the bill, and 
the inability of people to keep track of 
it. As a matter of informafion, the de- 
tailed reading of the bill was agreed to. 

At 5:55 p. m. the senate adjourned.

Both Democrats and Republi- 
cans Oppose Plan, 


CONFERENCE 10 Bt HELD 


Demoérats, Populists and Silver Re- 
,publicans To Consider Course 
on Ship Subsidy Bill—Re- 
publicans Don’t Want 
Extra Session. 


Washington, January 30.—A conference 
of democrats and their associates of the 
populist and silver republican faith will 
be held tomorrow as a result of the decla- 
ration yesterday by Mr. Frye that he in- 
tended to push the consideration of the 
ship subsidy bill to the exclusion of all 
other business except by vote of the sen- 
ate. This conference will determine the 
fate of the bill. If the opponents of the 
measure decide to continue a stiff fight 
and debate the measure at great length, 
it will mean defeat at this session with the 
short time remaining to pass the appro- 
priation bills. Some of the opponents of 
the bill on the democratic side feel that 
if the republicans are determined to pass 
the bill, the minority should not go fur- 
ther than to state their objections fully 
and vote against it, but let the republi- 
cans take the responsibility which is 
theirs. 

No one wants an extra session and that 
will be avoided if there fs any possible 
way of doing so. It is even said that the 
Spooner bill will be passed in order to 
avoid such sesston after the 4th of March. 
Republican leaders say that they believe 
an extra session can be avoided. They 
also say that the democrats must decide 
whether they will take the responsibil- 
ty of defeating the subsidy and if they 
are ready to take that responsibility then 
other necessary legislation will be presséd 
rapidly to avoid an extra session. 


POLYGAMY PUTS 
HOUSE IN FUME

shall so certify to the secretary of the 
treasury that no trustee, officer, instruc- 
tor or employee of said college is engaged 
in the practice of polygamy or polyga- 
mous relations.’’ 

Mr. King, of Utah, made a point’ of 
order against the amendment. He de 
clared that he would not oppose it if it 
had been offered in good faith, but that 
he considered it simply an aftermath of 
what had been denominated “the cru- 
sade’ against his predecessor, Mr. Rob- 
erts. Mr. King said the practice of poly- 
gamy in Utah was a thing of the past. 


. 
No polygamous marriages were now sol- 
emnized. A few of those who had entered 
into such marriages prior to 1890 might 
be secretly preserving polygamous rela- 
tions, but they were very few in number. 

Mr. Landis, in reply, said he was credi- 
bly informed that one of the professors in 
the agricultural college had three wives 
and one two, and that one of the trustees 
had seven wives, wno hau Diesse@ Mish 
with tnirty-nine children.

Utah Man Hits back. 

Mr. King, who was taken by surprise 
by the amendment, hastened to retaliate 
by offering an amendment providing that 
no person should be a teacher in any 
agricultural college who has engaged in 
any lynching or who has been guilty of 
adultery or fornication. 

The reading of this amendment created 
a furore. A score of members jumped to 
their feet with demands for recognition.

He argued that the 
amendment was an attempt to legislate 
upon an appropriation bill. As he pro- 
ceeded he warmed up and charged that 
the amendment was an aspersion Upon 
the teachers in all the agricultural col- 
leges. He engaged in a wordy duel with 
Mr. King, in the course of which Mr. 
King deciared that the Ohio member had 
become a common scold. 

“If the law against common scolds was 
still in force,’’ flashed back Mr. Grosve- 
nor, “you would have been. ducked to 
death long ago.”’ 

“And 5 would have been ducked an- 
terior to that,’’ retorted Mr. King. 

At this point, when the chair intimated 
that the amendment as drawn was not 
in order, Mr. King changed it s0 as to 
place it in the exact language of the Lan- 
dis amendment, and making it apply only 
to Utah and Indiana. Mr. Payne, of 
New York, who was in the chair, thought 
that as the amendment would modify the 
previous amendment upon Utah, it would 
not be in order. Mr. King seized eager- 
ly upon this suggestion and modified it 
bo as to make‘it applicable to Indiana 
alone. In this form the chair held that 
it was in. order. 

Mr. King explained briefly that he 
would have been perfectly willing to in- 
clude Utah with Indiana, but he could 
not do so without leaving ft.subject to 
a point of order. He again. reverted to 
the amendment already. adopted, .which, 
he declared. was a gratuitous insult to 
his state. He spoke-of the-agrictitural 
college of Utah as one that had gained 
a splendid reputation by its achievements 
and paid a high tribute to the governor 
of Utah, who, he said, had appointed so- 
called ‘“‘Gentiles.”’ Pe 


An Insult to Utah. 


If teachers had- been appointed who 
were obnoxious they had been appointed 
by men outside of the pale of the domi- 
nant church. The amendment was an af- 
front to the people of Utah and to the 
republican officials of the state. 

Mr. Grosvenor.said he had not voted for 
the amendment with the idea of insulting 
the people of Utah. 

Mr, Miers, of Indiana, appealed to Mr. 
King to. withdraw the amendment. It 
had served t gentleman's purpose, he 
said, and he appealed to him not to cast 
a reflection upa the college at Lafayette, 
Ind. The debate was cut short at this 
point by a demand for the previous ques- 
tion, and the amendment was voted down 
by a viva voce vote. 

After this action had been taken Mr. 
King asked the privilege of withdrawing 
it. He said-it had not been his intention 
to allow it to come to a vote, The re- 
quest was not granted. 

The paragraph appropriating $50,000 for 
investigating the question of irrigation 
and for the publication.of reports on the 
subject precipitated another lively debate. 
Mr. Moody of Massachusetts, a member 
of the committee on appropriation, called 
attention to this paragraph and warned 
the house that it means that congress 
would soon be called unon to deal with 
this whole subject, involving vast expend- 
itures of money. 

Mr. Newlands of Nevada, replied to Mr. 
Moody. pointing out the various methods 
by which the irrigation of the arid lands 
so much desired by the west could be 
accomplished. 

When the bill was reported to the house

aged seventy-two years, now at 

the point of death, ig. perhaps the 

most famous author of the century just 

Closed. He has achieved a genuine fame. 

The temple is built upon a solid founda- 

tion—it is a pyramid. The estate where 

he was born and where he has passed the 

last thirty-five years of his life is in 

the center of Russia, and is named Yas- 

nay Polyana. Here his long life is draw- 
ing to a cuose. ea ty 

Tlie little house in which he lives is a 
small structure of rubble, brick and mor- 
tar—the home of a peasant. Meals are 
eaten out of doors in summer. “The mem- 
bers of the family sew and read out of 
doors, and use the house only for sleep- 
ing purposes. In one wing or room is 
Tolstoi’s study, from which has issued 
sO many: volumes that have set the world 
to thinking. The food is plain, and is 
served plainly. The food is that of the 
peasant—mainly vegetable, All members 
of the family wear the peasant’s garb. 
The ‘‘count’’ works in the field, blacks 
his own boots and walks to town, a few 
miles distant. A number of years ago he 
decided upon giving his property to the 
peasants, but was persuaded otherwise. 
Recently, however, he divided it°among 
his family and is now only a guest in his 
own house. He renounced his former 
life as a shadow and adopted that of the 
workingman. He renounced his faith in 
the church as a ‘“‘house of cards that fell 
at the touch,” and after fifteen years he 
disentangied the false from the true in 
his “‘What I Believe.’’ He now believes 
that the kingdom of God would come if 
men lived pure, in peace, took no oaths, 
resisted not evil, and renounced national 
distinctions. He has for years followed 
these beliefs, but he believes the church 
is an “empty form.”’ 

Count Leo Tolstoi became widely known 
in western Europe at the very time he 
was making a complete change of dress— 
casting aside that of a gentleman of 
fashion and title for the costume of a 
peasant. He has lived the life he pre- 
ferred, renouncing society, title and of- 
ficia] position for that of a peasant. He 
Was sincere in this, as in his writings, 
though somewhat seemingly inconsistent 
in the latter. He was brought up in the 
faith of the Greek Orthodox church. 

While a country magistrate be wrote 
“Alphabet” and “Reading Primer,’’ for 
the schools, and also founded an educa- 
tional magazine, 


His theory of war is mystic and un- 
tenable. He is a great optimist. He has 
given himself up to the earnest working 
out of the problems of life, and the at- 
tainment of a higher reli.:ic .© and moral 
philosophy. He makes “‘Return not Evil’ 
Ahekeystone of the Christian faith, and 
insists that the literal interpretation of 
the sermon on the mount is the only rule 
‘of Christian life. His religious views 
are set forth in his ‘“‘Christ’s Christian- 
ity’’ and “‘My Religion,’’ which followed 
his “Return not BPvil.’’ 

In 1893 he published the “‘Kingdom of 

God Within Us,’ a work on the social 
problem. And the next vear, ‘Patriot- 
ism and Christianity,’’ a criticism on the 
Franco-Russian alliance. 
_ Count Tolstoi made his first mark in lit- 
erature in his ‘‘War and Peace,’’ descrip- 
tive of the scenes at the siege of Sebasio- 
pol. He commanded a division in the 
Crimean* war and though a soldier, he 
had on eye for descriptive work and a 
‘heart for the sifferings of the soldfers. 

Before he had entered upon his literary 
cafeer, however, or rather wrote the book 
that made him famous, he looked back, 
and began in literature where many old 
writers leave off—he made notes of the 
mind of childhood, from which he pro- 
duced “Childhood, Poyhood, Youth,’ in 
‘1851. The analysis of the feelings of a 
nervous child has never been carried out 
in a more masterly fashion. It is an ex- 
cessively ingenious work, and was one of 
his favorites, which he has revised twice. 

In 1854 he issued ‘‘Palikouchica’’—the 
story of a serf, graprically told, with a 
most tragic ending. These books revealed 
to Russian readers ‘rat a new genius had 
erisen in the literary world. This book 
is typical of ‘Tolstoi’s work at that tims, 
and shows a critical study of manners cn

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a Russian farm. The stéry ts typical of 

its author in its general construction an 

in its specific’ features. > 


There was an “awakening’’ in Russian 
fiction in 1858. Tolstoi plunged into fash- 
fonable society in St. Petersburg and Mos- 
cow in ordér to get ‘‘n-aterial’’ and write 
from life. He wanted a larger canvas— 
he was no longer content with ‘“‘strikirg 
effects within reetricted ‘limits.’’ His 
“Three Deaths” appeared the next year. 
The volume is a_séries of studies of life 
in what is termed high society, and lays 
bare its shows and i1ypocrisy. 

In Caucasia, that wonderland of Rus- 
sian sentiment, his imagination was 
awakened to romances This province, 
steeped in romantic melancholy, gave to 
Tolstai jthe iineniration for the ‘“Cos- 
sacks.’’ The contrast between himself 
and the -Asiatic was the first problem 
which moved him in the world of fiction. 
He depicts with a master hand the dif; 
ferences of race and.instinct. His observa- 
tions in the Caucasus made him a skil- 
ful descriptive writer, an expert in con- 
ducting a harrative, but left him “still 
tinged with the blue mist ef roman- 
ticism.’’ 

For older readers he has written “A 
Pcor Deyil’”. and the ‘Death’ of Ivan 


, iiliteh.* This latter work is an unsur- 


pagsed example of his raturalism—civing 
an instinctive yet imaginative interpréta- 
tion of the most secret thoughts cf the 
human goul. It is miteously human, and, 
pushed to its logical conclusion, is of.a 
kind to break the heart. Yet it is not 
morbid, nor cynical; but is intermixed 
with pity and love. ° | 


The ‘‘Resurrection,’’ one of his strong- 
est works, first appeared as the ‘‘Awaken- 
ing.”’ It appeared in the Cosmonolitan 
Magazine in serial form and did create an 
awakening before half completed. The 
Subseribers of the magazine, who seem- 
€d to have edited the magazine, were 
loud in their denunciations of what they 
deemed the irreligious spirit of the article. 
The editor asked the author to expurgate 
certain portions which might have a bad 
influence upon the minds of the young, 
or the feeble minds of..the old. This, to 
his credit, the author refused to do, 
especially as stich expurgation would, of 
course, mar the artistic works of the 
book. He was also asked to ‘‘unsay’”’ 
certain objectionable passages already 
printed—or attribute it to a “mistake of 
the printer,’’ as some newspapers do. 
This he also refused to do, and further 
publication of the article was stopped. 
This is the first instance, it is believed, 
wherein a serial article has been ‘cut 
off’’ in the midst.of publication, except 
in instances of red-letter fiction in vellow 
kid publications, where thé author be- 
came overcome with inspiration from a 
black bottle. In this narrative Tolstoi 
condemns the religion which ‘‘offers only 
husks to its devotees.”” He takes the 
socjological view that ‘“‘every man carries 
within himself the germs of every hu- 
man quality. Circumstances either de- 
velop or crash out these qualities.’’ He 
thus aims to show that the effects of sin 
are various and that circumstances made 
Katusha a woman of infamy—descending 
to the lowest immorality. Her lover, 
Nekhiudoff, awoke spiritually through 
the sense of the irreparable wrong he 
had done to her. He conveys the final 
impression that the woman is a victim of 
a system whereby the bad punish or de- 
grade the good. His descriptions are 
faithful and picturesque. It Is written 
to refoPm rather than to attract by its 
of immorality. We walk 
through the mud, but the mud does not 
cling to us. 

“Resurrection” is not, strictly speaking, 
a novel. but it is a realistic narrative, 
conveying a scathing denunciation of so- 
cial, political, religions and official con- 
ditions in Russia. He exposes the brutal 
prison management, the corrupt judici- 
ary, jury bribing, the bribing of justices, 
and describes realistically in all its bru- 
tal horrors the convoy of prisoners to 
Siberia. In all these he traces, the cor- 
ruption fo the officials and charges that 
they are the cause of the ignorance and 
sufferings of the poor. For writing this 
book he was excommunicated from. the 
Greek orthodox church. 

In the ‘‘Awakening” the lover viaits the 


woman in prison and offers to marry her, 


thereby atoning. for the @isgrace and 
wrong he has inflicted upon her. But she 
does not “awaken.’’ She only asks for a 
package of cigarettes ang spurns his offer 
of marriage. To her all .men are alike— 
persong to be despoiled and then deserted 


for another verdant victim. The author’ 


attributes her depravity to her surround- 
ings and the immorality of society. 

When he printed his ‘“‘War and Peace” 
he retired from gociety and the world. 
For fifteen years, until 1875, he was “‘lost 
to the world,” or rather the world heard 


‘very little from him. The result of this 


retirement was, mainly, his “Anna Kare- 
nina.’’ It is by this epic of prose fiction, 
and that, of “War and Peace” that he is 


‘mainly known in literature. By degrees 


these very learned productions passed be- 


yond the limits of the Russian language | 


to the general reading world. They over- 
shadow his other works, though most of 
them are excellent. They come @s near 
reaching true inspiration and genius as 
it is possible for the human mind to at- 
tain. Their comprehensive character 
covers the -wide range of human 
thought and the immense ‘‘canvas” of 
place and time which they cover is per- 
haps unexampled. Each is 4 paporama 
rather than a picture. . 

When. ‘‘Annai Karenina’’ appeared it 
was greeted with praise throughout Rus- 
sla. Yet, the “literary lion” remained in 
seclusion at his estate. His head was 
not turned. He began another romance, 
taking up the history of Central Hurope 
at the close of his “War and Peace”’ 
narrative. He had written only a. few 
chapters when that social and religious 
change occurred which tinctured his life 
and work to his last days. 
incompleted work asidie, and wrote those 
volumes on religion, sociology aad edu- 
cation which have treated such a great 
sensation. 

The ‘‘Kreutzer Sonata’’ was largely ad- 
vertised in this country when discrim- 
inating officials excluded it from the 
United States mails. This book, with its 
strange theory of morals, was published 
in 1890. It was dramatized and produced 
upon the stage, but as people became to 
understand it. better, the book .was not 
so bad as depicted. The most objec- 
tionable part was that wherein a man’s 
wife became infatuated with her music 
teacher—a very common occurrence in 
this country, where the sale of the book 
was prohibited, or sold on the ‘sly.” 

The short story, “Katia” (Conjugal 
Happiness), was written mostly while the 
novelist was fighting the Turks. It is a 
study of peaceful upper class life on a 
Russian estate. 


An examination, of his short stories 
shows that even when he had no need of 
“condensing,” he adopted the same im- 
pressionist style that characterizes his 
other works. With him, observation is 
vivid, but imagination is more vigorous 
still, and he would not describe more 
than he chose to create. This is why 
his style seems to be negligent. He is 
not brutal, sordid, nor trivial in his real- 
ism, as many authors are. His belief in 
the beauty and nobility of the human 
race enables him to escape the squalor 
and insipid naturalism that othef authors 
so much delight in. 

Tolstoi is both a realist and a mystic. 
His interpretations are liberally human, 
and also tinctured with religion. An 
aristocrat by birth, and an official, his 
sympathies are for whe peasants, whose 
mode and manner of life he adopted. 
His material for his works is from the 
extremes of society, on the assumption 
that only in the highest and the lowest 
are the true types of nature to be found. 
He is not satirical. No other writer has 
looked so closely and penetrated so far 
into the secret of death. His faith in the 
capacities of life are unbounded. 

The work of no other writer is so popu- 
lar as that of Tolstoil. His books seem 
to include tthe entire existence of gen- 
erations. He introduces the characters 

hen they are young, and carries them 
discadh the troubles of life to tottering 
old age. He presents everything that ex- 
ists or relates to the characters, and the 
action is always lively and quickly 
changing. 

The majority of his works will last, 
and his fame will endure for ages upon 
ages, and grow brighter as the world 


becomes more enlightened.

the Philippines, and other resolutions, 
were presented, and went to the commit- 
‘tee on resolutions, which reported favor- 
‘ably on them, making a minor change 
only in Brobston’s resolution.

Many wanted to debate the ques- 
tion and put the resolution to a vote at 
the afternoon session, but as others fa- 
vored more time for discussion, all de- 
bate was postponed until tomorrow 
morning. Tonight a grand reception is 
being given the delegates at the Ogle- 
thorpe hotel. -After the debate on Brob- 
ston’s resolution tomorrow the delegates 
will go with Colonel duBignon to Jekyl 
and then visit the Amphitrite. 


Mr. Atkinson Reads Paper. 

One of the most valuable papers pre- 
sented to the assembly was. delivered by 
Mr. S. C. Atkinson. The paper set forth 
the vast advantages of the south and 
Brunswick, for ship building purposes. 

It was compiled by a committee of 
Brunswick's board of trade, composed of 
Samuel C. Atkinson, C. Don Parker, Wil- 
liam M. Tupper, Robert E. Briesneck,

AIM OF CHINESE

All Over Empire Volunteers 
Enrolled and Drilled 


APPEAL BY MISSIONARIES 


CENERAL RISING LIVES ARE LOST 


They Want Power To Give Them 
Better Protection—Washing- 
ton Authorities Trying To 
Have Claims Cut by 
Powers. 


Washington, January 30.—A prominent 
Chinese newspaper of recent date, which 
has just reached Washington, says: 

“A very important movement is going 
on all over China, in response to special 
orders from the viceroys and’ governors. 
Bodies of ‘volunteers’ are being actively 
enrolled and drilled in the use of fire- 
arms, nominally for their own ppotec- 
tion, but in reality they form a large and 
formidable reserve force. Every guild 
and trade, in addition to all well-to-do 
gentry, have these bodies, who are paid 
They are 
not a public institution like regular troops, 
but are disposed in towns and villages 
without any distinguishing feature and 
in the event of further hostilities will 
——- up from all quarters precisely ‘a la 

oer.’ ”’ 

The department of state has now cabled 
to Mr. Conger very precise and detailed 
instructions for his guidance in treating 
The minis- 
ters have reached finally this important 
topic, which was one of two or three that 
the state department earnestly desired to 
have dealt with by other agencies and 
at another capital than Pekin. Realizing 
that it is easily possible to destroy the 
Chinese government and bring about the 
partition of the territory, which all pow- 
ers express themselves as desirous of pre- 
venting, by an ill-judged effort to force 
terms as to indemnity, the state depart- 
ment, it is believed, has adopted a lenient 
attitude and will lose no wpportunity to 
influence other powers accordingly. 


Punishment Is Discussed. 


Pekin, January 30.—The ministers’ pun- 
ishment committee met this morning to 
continue the discussion of what meas- 
ure of punishment to demand for provin- 
cial officials, where foreigners have been 
killed. The ministers refused to furnish 
a confirmation as to the result of their de- 
liberations. A meeting of all the minis- 
ters will probably be held tomorrow. 

Three Italian soldiers entered a house 
occupied by Mr. Jameson, an American 
close to the legation, supposing it was in- 
habited by Chinese and intending to loot. 
They insulted Mr. Jameson's guests and 
Mr. Jameson sent for the guard stationed 
at the legation. In the struggle an Ital- 
ian was wounded. They were all arrested 
and turned over to the Italian authorities, 
who have requested an explanation. 

The missionaries last night met and 
prepared final resolutions which were 
presented to the British minister, Sir 
Earnest Satow, and United States Minis- 
ter Conger today. The preamble sets 
forth the fact ‘‘not sufficiently empha- 
sized in the note,’”’ that the Chinese at- 
tacked everything representifig progress; 
that there has been no adequate rebuke 
for the flagrant violation of treaties, and 
that no Indemnity is asked for the Chris- 
tion Chinese who suffered heavy loss. 
Finally, the missionaries say nothing has 
been inserted in the note safeguarding 
the missionaries, and they earnestly re- 
quest Sir Earnest Satow and Minister 
Conger to see that the former treaties 
protecting all missionaries are reaffirmed; 
that the government is forced to allow 
Chinese of any rank to accept chris- 
tianity without injury to their pros- 
pects; that the missionaries should be 
allowed to live in the interior, own prop- 
erty and possess passports compelling 
theig official acceptance; that friendly 
intercourse between the missionaries 
and officials be encouraged, and that 
relief should be found for the suffering 
native christians. 

The missionaries earnestly hope that 
Great Britain and the United States will 
take a leading part in the coming trans- 
formation of China, helping the rulers 
to enter lines of reform which alone can 
save the country. 


Awful Depravity of Troops. 


Berlin, January 30.—A dispatch to The 
Cologne Volks Zeitung from China re- 
lates details about the warfare [fn that 
country and says: 

“We hope the awful condition will 
soon cease. The depravity and bestiality 
also among our troops is enormously on 
the increase.

Two Women Dead and Several 
Badly Hurt 


THRILLING RESCUE OF GIRL 


Her Uncle Bore Miss Upperman

lost at the burning of Hotel Jefferson, a 
seven-story bgilding at 102-106 West Fif- 
teenth street, early today.

J. Ensign Fuller, an elderly man, made 
a thrilling rescue of his seventeen-year- 
old invalid niece, Miss May Upperman. 
She was in a back room on the third 
floor. Through the heat and smoke Mr. 
Fuller carried her down stairs on his 
back. His feet were teribly burned, and 
as he reached the open air he staggered 
and fell with his unconscious charge inte 
the arms of a policeman. ; 

Colonel William L. Gildersleve, an at- 
tache of the supreme court of New Mer- 
ico, who was on the fourth floor, was 
badly cut by glass, but escaped other- 
wise unharmed. 

Edward Marshall, who lost one leg as 
the result of a wound received while 
serving as a war correspondent in Cuba, 
occupied a room on the second floor. 
When he was aroused the halls were filled 
with smoke. Not waiting to find his cork 
leg, Mr. Marshall climbed to the fire es- 
cape in the rear of his room and one 
story from the ground. There he found 
that no fire ladder was available to reach 
safety. Directly in the rear of the Jeffer- 
son is Steinway’s piano warerooms, with 
& one-story extension in the rear. Stein- 
way'’s watchman secured a board, which 
he placed from the extension roof to the 
balcony on the bottom of the fire escape 
and é@cross this board Mr. Marshall and 
about thirty others who climbed down 
the fire escape, were rescued. Many were 
cut by glass, but none were seriously in- 
jured. Several of the women inmates 
were so badly frightened that they had 
to be carried across the plank.

Funeral Procession Through Lon- 
don Will Be a Tremendous 
Military Pageant 


HUM OF TRADE TO HUSH 
"AS PROCESSION. MOVES 


For Hours Every Place of Business 
in Metrorelis Will Be Closed. 
Windows Along the Route 
Renting for Small 
Fortunes. 


London, January 30.—At the privy coun- 
cll meeting this morning the king signed 
@ proclamation suspending business Sat- 
urday throughout the United Kingdom. 
The closing down will be so complete that 
even the restaurants and saloons wll shut 


up four or five hours in the middie of the | 


day. Some of the afternoon newspapers 
will not be published Saturday. 

The demand for seats along the route 
of the funeral is unprecedented, ordinary 
window seats selling for £10 each. Since 
two:or three days ago the prices have 
risen very rapidly. One tenant in St. 
James street obtained £50 for a window 
on the top floor. Store windows have 
been let for £150 and £260. But the store- 
keepers mostly prefer to let single seats 
at £10 and £15 each. Stores and hotels 
in Piccadilly commanding a view of the in- 
cline from there to St. James palace are 
getting immense prices, baleony seats 
fetching £25 and £30. 

The Spanish battleship Pelayo, Spain’s 
representative at the funeral, is .com- 
manded by Captain Diaz Moreu, who was 
commander of the Cristobal Colon, lost in 
the battle off Santiago. 

The United States military attache here, 
Major Edward B. Cassatt, will ride in the 
procession with the headquarters staff. 

Gorgeous Military Pageant. 


The procession in London, as indicated 
by the war office orders, issued this even- 
ing, will be a gorgeous military pageant. 
Detachments of forty regiments, with an 
almost equal number of distinctive uni- 
forms, embracing all arms of the ser- 
vice, will make a constantly changing 
picture. The uniforms of all the great ar- 
mies of the world will appear, for, in addi- 
tion to the brilliant entourages of the 
visiting kings and princely envoys, there 
will be the military attaches of the em- 
bassies and legations. 

All the field marshals of the British 
army able to endure the fatigue will ride 
with their staffs. The naval corps will 
also take part in the procession, which 
wilk be two miles long. 

The war office directs that Beethoven's 
and Chopin’s funeral marches shall be 
played. From the time the coffin reaches 
London tu its departure, guns will boom 
slowly in Hyce Park. 

Londoners are just awakening to the 
full proportions of the obsequies, and the 
result of days of mourning, which, to 
numerous tradesmen and others, means 
absolute closure, is causing consterna- 
tion. Suddenly to stop every industry in 
the United Kingdom, and to turn the 
masses into the streets, with millions 
hoping to concentrate along the two miles 
of the routa of‘the procession is an un- 
-dertaking which has begun to be fully ap- 
preciated by the police; but the public of 
London is dismayed to find that all the 
great markets, Covent Garden, Smith- 
field and others, where the food of the me- 
tropolis is supplied, are to be absolutely 
closed at the end of the week. The rail-

ules. Restaurants and bars will be shut, 
and the crowds will have to wander in the 
streets.

WARSHIPS ARE ASSEMBLING. 


Great Naval Pageant Pianned for 
Obsequies of the Queen. 
Portsmouth, January 30.—The warships 
are already assembling for Friday’s 
great naval pageant. The arrangements, 
which have been completed, provide that 
eight torpedo boat destroyers will lead 
the procession from Cowes, followed by 
the royal yacht Alberta, with the queen’s 

body on board. 

The royal yachts Victoria and Alberta, 
with King Edward and Queen Alexandra, 
the English roval family, the royal yacht 
Osborne, with other royal personages; the 
imperial yacht Hohenzollern,’ with Em- 
peror William, the duke and duchess of 
Connaught, and the lord admiralty yacht 
Enchantress and the Trinity house yacht, 
with officials on board. 

The main squadron of battleships and 
cruisers will be moored two and a half 
cables apart in one line, exténding-from 
Cowes to Spithead. The channel fleet, 
under commAnd of Vice Admiral Sir 
Harry Rawson, will form from the east- 
ern portion, and the reserve fleet, under 
Rear Admiral Sir Gerard Henry Noel, will 
form the western portion. The foreign war 
vessels are to be moored southwest of the 
British ships in the order of their arrival 
and alongside of them will be moored 
eight British gunboats, the Antelope, 
Globe, Skipjack, Leda, Rattlesnake, Cice 


and Speedwell.

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REHEARSING FOR FUNERAL. 


Precautions Are Taken at Cowes To 
Prevent Any Hitch. 

Cowes, January 3#.—The construction 
of the mortuary chapel on the quarter- 
deck of the royal yacht Albert is pro- 
ceeding apace. 

The most elaborate precautions are be- 
ing taken to prevent any hitch in Fri- 
day’s arrangements. A company of the 
queen’s guard this morning again re- 
hearsed the military movements in the 
narrow and tortuous streets, while the 
bearers experimented with a jead-weight- 
ed bier of the same weight as the royal 
coffin. 

Coweg itself is very quiet. The streets 
are practically deserted. The detectives 
continue the same rigorous precautions 
which have been observed gince he ar- 
riva] here of Emperor William.

J. H. Manson Dead. 


The news of the death of Hon. Joseph 
A. Manson, of Saulsbury, Tenn., wiil be 
received with many regrets in Georgia. 

He was bern July, 1842, in McDonough, 
Henry county, Georgia, and was a son of 
the late Dr. Francis E. Manson, a learned 
and popular Methodist divine. 

Captain Manson was lieutenant of com- 
pany A, Cobb’s legion, and was wounded 
at Knoxville in 1868 and Sailor's Creek, 
Va., in 1845. At the close of the war he 
returned to Emory college, Oxford, Ga., 
and recetved his diploma in 1867. 

He then iccated in West, Tenn, 
and began teaching. He was electcd to 
the legislature in 1876 and for several 
terms thereafter and was speaker of the 
house one .erm. Captain Manson was 
appointed United States mmarsiial by 
Cleveland fh 1893 and was one of the most 
efficient officers the state has ever seen. 
He entered the race for congress in 19090 
against M. R. Patterson and was defe.t- 
ed. He was then in declining health and 
his physical condition forbade his making 
a ‘vigorous campaign. Captain Marson 


was an uncle of Lewis H. Beck and a‘ 


cousin of Judge H. B. Tompkins, of this 
citv, and brother of Ordinary Zack T. 
Manegon, of Jonesboro, Ga. '

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The Iaw and the Lawbreaker. 

The career of Mrs. Carrie Nation in 
Kansas, in which she assumes the duty 
of enforcing the law through its vio- 
lation, and in which an appeal is made 
to anarchy instead of to the courts, 
presents a subject to which people are 
paying much attention right now. 

As representing the supporters of 
Mrs, Nation, and giving her side of the 
case, we reproduce the statement of a 
religious newspaper, as follows: 


Mrs. Carrie Nation, who was put in 
jail in Wichita, Kan., recently for smash- 
ing a saloon, was released last week, and 
on Monday, accompanied by two other 
ladies, each with an ax hidden under her 
cloak, she smashed two more saloons, 
Of course her action seems undignified 
and unladylike, but several facts are to 
be considered: 

1. Kansas has a prohibition law, so that 
all saloons in that state are contrary to 
law and consequently have no rights un- 
der the law. 

2. In case the officers of the law do not 
enforce the law, private individuals are 
expressly given the right to do so. 

38. These saloons were running in 
Wichita in direct violation of the law 
and right under the eyes of the police, 
and no effort was made to close them. 

4.As no one else would exercise the 
privilege given them to enforce the law, 
Mrs. Nation decided to do so, unpleasant 
though the task may have been to her. 
We glory in her courage. We only regret 
that the men of Kansas did not have 
equal] courage with her. For their cow- 
ardice in allowing these saloons to run 
openly, contrary to the law, we have only 
words of severest condemnation. 

5. We hope that the course of Mrs. Na- 
tion will have the effect of calling the at- 
tention of the men of Wichita and of 
Kansas to the existence of saloons in that 
state and of leading them to take action 
to drive the saloons out of their midst. 
it seems that some such determination 
as that displayed by Mrs. Nation was 
needed to do this, 

6. Revolutions are never pleasant. They 
always involve more or less of friction. 
But what American will say that revo- 
lutions are never right? 

7~ “Revolutions never go backward.’ 
And so with this temperance revolution. 

There was so evident an exaggeration 
of right and misstatement of law in 
the sentenced marked “2,” that ‘“‘pri- 
vate individuals are expressly given 
the right” to do as Mrs. Nation has 
done, that The Constitution telegraph- 
ed to Mr. Frank P. McLennan, of To- 
peka, the leading journalist of Kansas, 
as to whether this extraordinary.claim 
was correct. 

Mr. McLennan’s reply is as follows: 

Topeka, Kan., January 30.—Editor Con- 
stitution: There is nothing tn the Kansas 
prohibitory law which provides that “‘pri- 
vate individuals may enforce if the of- 
ficers of the law do not.’ The newspa- 
pers which defend Mrs. Nation on this 
ground are mistaken. 

The law says simply that a private citi- 
zen may employ a lawyer to act as as- 
sistant counsel to the county attorney. 

The law provides that sheriffs, constables, 
“ mayors, marshals and police officers hav- 
ing knowledge of the illegal sale of liquor 
shall furnish information to the county 
attorney, who shal] prosecute the offend- 
ers. 

Saloons or. joints are more or less open- 
ly conducted in Kansas through the con- 
nivance of the officers of the law, who 
wholly fail to prosecute violators, or at 
least neglect to vigorously push the cases 
to a result. The penalty for violation is 
both fine and imprisonment.

Here, then, is a clear and impartial 
statement of the whole situation. The 
state of Kansas has a prohibitory 
liquor law, operative through the or- 
dinary and well known methods of 
court procedure. That law stands on 
the statutes of Kansas on equal terms 
‘with statutes against other offenses, 
including assaults upon person and 
property. It is the duty of prosecut- 
ing attorneys, on advice received, to 
duly prosecute, of grand juries to in- 
dict, of petit juries, upon sufficient 
evidence, to convict, and of judges to 
‘gentence. It is this structure of law 
which all citizens are called upon to 
build up and sustain, in its entirety if 
possible, as completely as human weak- 
ness will admit of, and always in a 
forward direction. If those who should 
sustain the law as a whole enter upon 
its deliberate violation, if one citizen 
may commit an offense simply because 
he thinks that some one else is doing 
the same thing, what would such a 
course lead to save anarchy? If every 
man is to become his own executioner, 
if private resolve is to displace enacted 
statute, what will become of our whole 

tructure of society? 

The conduct of Mrs. Nation, there- 
fore, is a wrong, both to herself and to 
the community at large. It is doubly 
wrong in that it seeks to burden the 


sts 


law-abiding part of the community 
with responsibility for deliberate law- 
breaking. It says, in effect, that there 
is no law; that every man is at lib- 
erty to go forth with his own hatchet 
and avenge his own wrongs. It estab- 
lishes the baneful doctrine that there 
ig need of neither court nor officers go 
long as there is a hatchet in sight. 
Those whe sustain Mrs, Nation are 
sustaining the very principle which 
they profess to condemn—that of law- 
breaking. Instead of preserving intact 
the laws we already have and edycat- 
ing the people up to the observance of 
more, they simply destroy the whole 
code, and declare every man a law 
unto himself. Mrs. Nation has the 
legal right, as wel] as the moral duty, 
of presenting evidence of law-breaking 


\to the constituted authorities, and if 


then she finds that this law is incapa- 
ble of enforcement through failure of 
the: people to back it up, that intro- 
duces another question. In no event 
is she justified in joining the law- 
breaking class herself. 

Wrong as Mrs. Nation is on the one 
side, what is to be said of the state of 
Kansas on the other? When Mrs. Na- 
tion denounced the officers of that 
State as “perjurers,” she said some- 


, | thing violent, but perhaps not alto- 


gether unjustified. ‘The legislature of 
Kansas adopted a law forbidding the 
sale of liquors in that state, the en- 
forcement of which fell upon the prose- 
cuting attorneys and judges, but more 
especially upon the people themselves 
acting through grand and petit juries. 
The grend jury of the county is al- 
ways composed of the best and most 
substantial citizens in*the community. 
They are the men who stand as pillars 
in both church and state. They rep- 
resent, as no other agency can, the 
level of society. What they are in their 
own counties, they are in the aggre- 
gate to the whole state. Therefore, 
Mrs. Nation did not go far enough in 
her denunciation, for every law in 
every state in the union is self-adjus- 
tive to the moral sense of each con- 
munity. Why is this law not enforced? 
It is the sworn duty of prosecutors and 
grand jurors to see that it is enforced. 
It is an incumbent duty on the shoul- 
ders of every citizen to furnish the 
evidence necessary. Not the officers 
alone, but the entire people of Kansas, 
are at fault, and even more grievously 
in the wrong than Mrs. Nation for 
failing to enforce a law of their own 
enactment. 

Where, then, is the fault which lies 
at the bottom of this situation, in 
which Law is raped equally by state 
and lawbreaker? And where the rem- 
edy? 

The first question is very easily an- 
swered—by the cowardice of legislators 
who vote for laws which they know to 
be incapable of enforcement. Each 
man votes for it with the hope that the 
vote of some other man will kill it, 
and thus he will have the advantage 
of parading as a reformer at no cost 
to himself. He knows that grand 
juries will not indict, that petit juries 
will not convict, that the whole ma- 
chinery of law will soon be oblivious 
of the statute, and that through the 
persistent violation of one law, dis- 
credit will be brought upon all the 
others. He goes on with the making 
up of his “record,” and we have the 
result existing in Kansas, where the 
law is a laughing stock, and from gov- 
ernor down to notary public, the stat- 
ute is permitted to remain upon the 
books, while the smile goes round at 
the expense of those who are credu- 
lous enough to think it amounts to 
anything. The fault is in the making 
of a law in obedience to a sentiment 
not strong enough to enforce it in com- 
munities which are opposed to it. _ 

The remedy by which those who, in 
good faith, wish to regulate liquor traf- 
fic was found by Georgia years ago. 
Georgia, recognizing the evils of drink- 
ing customs, sought for real, genuine 
prohibition, instead of a general stat- 
ute which would become a veil of 
hypocrisy. Speaking to the people of 
each county, she said: “Whenever, 
through your furnishing evidence and 
the fidelity of your grand juries, you 
can make real enforcement of prohibi- 
tion, here is your remedy in local op- 
tion. This is a privilege for enforce- 
ment and not for play. If you will not 
enforce it, then it will be withdrawn.” 
The result of this effective method of 
prohibitiom has been to take in almost 
the entire state. As long as a county 
is vigilant it preserves it—as soon as 
it becomes negligent, it loses it. Geor- 
gia calls upon every community asking 
for prohibition to become itself the 
agent for its enforcement. 

This is the method by which Georgia, 
starting somewhat late in the crusade, 
has accomplished—a better result than 
any other state in the union. Let a 
Wichita barroom man go into a local 
option county of Georgia and see what 
he can do. He would ornament a rock- 
pile in less time than it took the 
hatchet woman to cut up the pictures. 
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The New Natioral Parks. 

The proposition before congress for 
several new national parks is one that 
should find favorable attention. 

The preservation of Yellowstone 
park from destruction could have been 
accomplished by no authority short of 
the national government. The genera! 
indorsement of this work by people in 
all sections of the country leads to the 
broader view that the great natural or 
artificial curiosities of the country 
should be preserved for the pleasure 
and instruction of the future. The 
Appalachian mountain range, abound- 
ing in sharp mountain peaks, gorges 
cut through by abrasive, smiling val- 
leys, bounding streams, rich with the 
forest grass and flower growths, and 
capable of supporting and preserving 


‘American game, is in a special] manner 


worthy of attention. It lies within one 
day’s journey from any part of New 
England, and east of the Mississippi 
river to the south. Its value as a 
health resort, open to the teeming mil- 
lions who will, from time to time, seek 
its influence, is a point not to be over- 
looked. 

Another park project has in view the 
preservation of the cliff-dwellers’ coun- 
try in New Mexico. The object of this 
bill is to preserve the prehistoric caves 


and ruins of the cliff-dwellers, ana | 


about 155,000 acres of land is dedicated 
to the use of the park. The first name 
chosen for this park was Pajarito, 
from the canyon near by. This was 
suggested by the department of the in- 
terior, but there is nothing in it sug- 
gesting the purposes of the proposed 
park, as the word means “little bird.” 
It would be commonly mispronounced 
by English speaking people, and the 
committee deemed it best to adopt a 
name which carries with it the pur- 
pose and object of the proposed reser- 
vation. The prehistoric remains in- 
clude picture writings, carved stone 
lions, cliff houses, cave dwellings and 
community houses. The land lies at 
an altitude of from 6,000 to 9,000 feet 
above the sea, and the climate for a 
summer outing is as delightful as any- 
where in the world. There are many 
of these ruins elsewhere in New Mex- 
ico, Arizona and Colorado, but proba- 

ly in no other ljocality are such ex- 
ensive remains found in so small a 
space. It is estimated that there are 
tens of thousands of the cliff dwellings, 
and that from ong eminence 2,000 of 
them may be seen. Some of these com- 
munal residences are two and three 
stories in height, ‘and contain from 
1,000 to 2,000 rooms each, with under- 
ground council chambers. 

Vandalism will soon destroy the 
wonderful preserves of the continent 
unless the government intervenes. 


Does It Pay To Be Rich? 

We have already alluded to the as- 
saults made upon the rich by Bishop 
Potter and other clergymen, expressing 
the hope that these gentlemen were a 
trifle censorious. 

Now another fashionable preacher, 
Dr. Eaton, of New York city, has joined 
the Teague, and declares that the root 
of New York wickedness is in Fifth 
avenue. Enforcing his assertion, the 
preacher said that “as manv victims 
were being sacrificed to Baal in New 
York today as in any city in the olden 
days. You have not put your hand on 
the right lever to accomplish anything. 
The right lever is the individual soul. 
Every citizen of New York has a sol- 
emn obligation to go to the root of this 
evil and kill it; 40 begin at the bottom 
and root it out; and the source of the 
sensualness of this city"is in Fifth ave- 
nue and the west side, where the 
wealthy and the sons of the wealthy 
live in idleness.” 

There is danger that these gentlemen 
are fanning up a socialistic crusade 
which they may be unable to control. 
The torch is a dangerous thing in the 
hands of an indiscreet man.

UNCERTAINTY PREVAILS 
AS TO DEMOCRATIC CHOICE 


By WADDY THOMPSON. 


ISCUSSION of the question of the 


[) democratic presidential nomina- 
tion in 194 seems premature and 


psetess, for it is at best mere specula- 
tion. Conditions will probably arise be- 
tween now and the time for the selec- 
tion of a nominee which will necessitate 
new alignment of political parties, and 
will call for new leaders—perhaps men 
who are little known at the present time. 
There_is nothing so uncertain as politics, 
and the leaders of today may not be the 
leaders of tomorrow. Out of the uncer- 
tainty of politics has grown the one rule 
which approaches certainty, namely, that 
the leader of a party does not reach the 
presidency. If the history of American 
politics teaches one thing more strik- 
ingly than another, it is this rule. From 
the time nearly three-quarters of a cen- 
tury ago, when Andrew Jackson, ‘Old 
Hickory,” brushed aside the public lead- 
ers of his day and made his triumphant 
march to the white house, the men who 
have attained the presidency were not, 
with two exceptions, party leaders at 
the time of their accession. One of 
these exceptions was Jackson's immediate 
successor, Martin Van suren, yet he 
might not be classed as an exception for, 
shrewd political manipulator as he was 
Van Buren owed his promotion less to 
fis leadership than to the dominant In- 
fluence of Jackson, which gave him the 
democratic nomination; Following the 
line of presidential succession, what do 
we see? 

William Henry Harrison was a soldier. 
He saw brief service in each branch of 
congress, but he made his reputation 
fighting the British -and chastising the 
Indians. The whigs selected him as 
their candidAte over such intellectual 
giants as Webster and Clay. 

John Tyler, elected vice president but 
succeeding to the presidency on the death 
of William Henry Harrison, was a politi- 
cal accident. He had been put on the 
ticket with Harrison, not in recognition 
of his fitness for, leadership, but to 
strengthen the whig party in the south. 

James K. Polk was too moderate in 
everything to be a leader. He was a 
compromise candidate evolved from the 
heated contest for the nomination waged 
by the great democratic leaders, Martin 
Van Buren and Lewis Cass. 

Zachary Taylor was another soldier. 
He had no well-defined political predi- 
lection, but ran his canvass as the “hero 
of Buena Vista.’ Indeed, it was claimed 
that he had not voted in forty years. 
For him the whigs again over 
Webster and Clay. 

Millard Fillmore was another political 
accident. Hesucceeded to the presidency 
on the death of Taylor. He was never a 
leader of h's party, wut was nominated 
for the vice presidency to apvease the 
wing of the whig party which was dis- 
appointed at the selection of Taylor. 

Franklin Pierce was nominated over 
such democratic leaders as Lew's Cass, 
James Buchanan, Stephen A. Douglas 
and William L. Marey. He was so litt'e 
known that the question was commonly 
asked at the time: ‘“‘Who is Franklin 
Pierce?’ 

James Buchanan is the second excep- 
tion. He had long been a leader of his 
party, and had held so many high offices 
that he was called “Old Public Func- 
tuary.”’ 

Abraham Lincoln sat in congress for 
one term. This was the extent of his 
participation in national politics, vet he 
was chosen by the repub‘icans for the 
presidential nomination over such men 
as William H. Seward and Salmon P. 
Chase. 

Andrew Johnson, who became presi- 
dent on the death of Lincoln, so far from 
being a leader of the republican party 


passed 


which had elevated him to the office, was | 


a Tife long democrat and died in that 
faith, He was nominated for the vice 
presidency because he was a southern 
loyalist. 

Ulysses S. Grant was another soldiur 
with no well defined political affiliations. 
He inclined toward democracy: n fact, 


had been a democrat, yet the republicans 
passed over such 


leaders as Charles 
Sumner, William P. Fessenden and Ben- 


| 


jamin F. Wade for the hero of the civil 
war. 

Rutherford B. Hayes served only two 
terms in congreds, but he secured the 
republican nomination in competition with 
James G. Blaine, Roscoe Conkling, Oliver 
P. Morton and others. 

James A. Garfield had seen more ser- 
vice in national politics than most presi- 
dents, yet he was not a leader of the re- 
publican party when measured by sucn 
men as Sherman, Blaine and Conkling. 

Chester A. Arthur, who became presi- 
dent on the death of Garfield, had neither 
a political nor military record. Inspec- 
tor general of New York and collector 
of the port of New York sum up his 
office holding career. His nomination 
for vice president was made to reconctte 
the “stalwart republicans,’’ who were 
thwarted by the selection of Garfield. 

Grover Cleveland had never held a fed- 
eral office, still he was nominated by the 


democrats in preference to men of expe- | 


rience in national affairs, such as 
Thomas F. Bayard, Allen G. 
and/ Thomas A. Hendricks. 

njamin Harrison served one term in 
thé United States senate and then be- 
came president. The republicans passed 
over John Sherman for him. 

William McKinley is not the leader of 
the republican party that Thomas 8. 
Reed, Chauncey M. Depew, Thomas C. 
Platt and William B. Allison are. His 


own party refused to elect him speaker | 


of the house of representatives. 

The two exceptions mentioned might 
be said to be the exceptions that prove 
the rule that a party leader never reaches 
the presidency. Rare as it has been for 
party leaders to be elected president, al- 
most as rare has it been for them to 
even receive the party nomination. The 
few leaders who have succeeded in secur- 
ing the nomination have, barring the two 
exceptions noted, been defeated at the 
polis. When Henry Clay, than whom no 
greater statesman has ever sat in the 
councils of our nation, finally succeeded 
in getting h’s party nomination, he was 

feated at the polls by Polk, the “safe 

d simple;’’ Lewis Cass, who was for 
many years the leading statesman of 
the northwest, was defeated by Taylor, 
“Old Rough and Ready,” who had not 
voted in forty years; Stephen A. Doug- 
las, everywhere known as the “Little 
Giant,’’ was defeated by Lincoln, the ob- 
scure “rail splitter;’’ the brilliant. mag- 
netic James G. Blaine was defeated by 
Cleveland who had never engaged in fed- 
eral politics. 

There are many causes ‘always working 
to deprive a leader of the presidency. 
A party leader incurs from his very lead: 


ership the jealousy of others in his party |

who are equally ambitious 
fortunate. Therefore. he is 
able to mayy of his own political faith. 
To attain legdersh'p and to maintain it 
he often gompelled to take partisan 
and extreme, or even radical, positions 
and, moreover, he must have a long po- 
litical career, which, unfortunately, gen- 
erally means in our politics a vulnera- 
ble record. Hence he not suited to 
hold his own party forces together to 
attract the independent vote and votes 
from the other party. Or a leader may 
be set aside because he does not hail 
from a pivotal state, or beeause he is not 
identified with a new issue which has 
suddenly sprung up and swallowed for 
the time being all other issues of the 
party. Thus it is that a leader is seldom 
chosen as a standard bearer. It would 
seem that in politics the best record is 
no record. 

With so many difficulties besetting the 
leader in his aspirations for the presi- 
dency, and with the political condition 
of the country undergoing such rapid 
kaleidoscopic changes, who can tell what 
will happen in the democratic national! 
convention of 1994? The man who may 
then be chosen as the candidate may be 
one who is not now even thought of in 
that connection. Bryan, whose name js 
today familiar to every household in 
America, was comparatively unknown 
when he was nominated in 189% and his- 
tory has a way of repeating itself. We 
may be wasting time in looking for our 
next standard bearer among the present 
leaders of either faction of democracy.

Indian Territory who are arrayed 

in their wer paint against the 
United Stateg government may be joined 
by the other three ‘civilized tribes’ 
should hogtilit‘'es begin upon the arrival 
of troops at the points now threatened. 
The five principal or ‘civilized tribes” 
number about 70,000, including the women 
and children: but the women and children 
assist in all wars—the women to prepare 
ammunition and boys over ten years of 
age are good marksmen. The five prin- 
cipal tribes are designated as the ‘‘five 
civilized tribes’’ in distinction to the 
“blanket tribes,’’ or the partly civilized, 
who still cling to their blanket ccstume 
and their aboriginal customs. There are 
about twenty of ithese remnants of 
tribes. The ‘five civilized tribes'’ have 
tha following numerical strength: Chero- 
kees, 25,000; Creeks, ~17,000: Seminoles, 
5,000: Choctaws. 1¢,000: Chickasaws. about 
6,000. Each tribe Nas a separate division 
of territory which is designated as a 
‘‘nation,’’ taking the name of the tribe 
inhabiting it. Each nation has a sepa- 
rate government and some of them have, 
or had, written constitutions until their 
civil government was abrogated by the 
recent act of congress. 

The total pépulation of each of the na- 
tions is as follows: Cherokee, 56,000;Chick- 
asaw, 58,000: Choctaw, 42,000; Creek, 20,000; 
Seminole, 5,000. 

It will thus be seen that the Indians 
number about one-third of the population 
of the Indian Territory. The remnants 
of the other tribes are included. 

The Seminoles, who are descended from 
the Creeks, will certainiy unite with 
them. The “Seminoles,”” or runaways, 
who ran away from the Alabama Creeks 
and went to Florida, afterwards united 
with them in fighting the Georgians, 
Alabamians and Tennesseeans. Inci- 
dentally that Seminole war in Florida 
cost this government $10,000,000 and 1,500 
tives ‘werg lost, _ 

The five tribes with which we are now 
contending numbered about 150,000 when 
they were removed from Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee and Mississippi in the 
latter part of the thirties. It was gen- 
erally believed that they would soon be- 
come exinct. Since their removal white 
men have been gradually entering their 
forbidden territory and a decade ago they 
began to swarm in by hundreds. Many 
of them married Indian women and these 
nalf-breeds are enumerated in the white 
population. However, it shows tbat the 


and Creeks of the 
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pure-blood Indian 
teen thousand Cherokees were removed 
from Georgia: they now number 25,000. 
They occupied the highlands of Georgia 
and had a civil government and a written 
constitution. The Creeks joined the 
Cherokees in their depredations upon the 
Georgia settlements, and the pillagine 
continued until the removal] of the tribes 
to their present homes. The Creeks. who 
are Muskogees, were so-called by the 
early Ergilish settlers because they main- 
ly lived upon the banks of the creeks. 
They aided the English in fighting the 
Spaniards, sided with the English in the 
American revolution and fought on the 
side of the Americans at New Orleans in 
the war of 1812. In the war between the 
states they were divided and furnished 
troops for both sides. 

One of the disturbing elements in the 
Indian Territory is the introduction of 
whisky by traders. It is prohibited by 
law, but the law is almost a dead letter. 
A drink as strong ag the worst brand 
of whisky is introduced under the harm- 
lesg name of “bitters,”’ “soda” or other 
seothing labels. A few Indians will visit 
Checotah, Muskegee or Eufagla and ride 
out of town loaded with “soda.”’ There 
will be a general spree at his “wickiup” 
that evening. and perhaps a few killings. 
The back doors of the satoons are wide 
open and white men make a living by 
buying whisky by the bottle at the sa- 
loons for the Indians. The Indian when 
drunk knows little of the value of 
money and the man who buys a black 
bottle of tarantula juice for 50 cents will 
take from the Indian several times that 
amount. 

Before the invasion of the pale face 
ang the consequent introduction of whis- 
ky the Indian relied solely upon the mes- 
cal bean for his drunks. The authorities 
have, to some extent, stopped the holding 
of the mescal orgies, but. in the interior. 
where there are no white people and 
officers fear to go, they are stil! held and 
some visitors whose curiosity tempted 
them to visit these ‘“‘seances’’ have been 
ejected from the premises with kicks and 
blows. In a few instances, it is reported, 
the intruders were lashed with whips. 
‘hese danges, whetlier the Indian is 
sober or drunk, are always of a religious 
nature. The Indian never dances for fun. 
The war dances which they are reported 
to be holding in anticipation of trouble 
with the government have also a religious 
signification as well as a@ warlike fea- 
ture.

After he graduated from Yale in 1889 Mr. 
Armour took a short European trip, and 
then came to Chicago. His duties were 
long at the stockyards, and there he could 
be seen every morning as early as any of 
his employees, and remaining until the 
heavy buying of the day was over. 

He learned the business of the packing 
houses from bottom to top, and even now 


yards regularly, only reaching his down- 
town office in the afternoons. 

In the course of time he and his 
younger brother were taken into partner- 
ship by their father, each being given @ 
fourth interest in the business. Then last 
fall the business of Armour & Co. was in- 
corporated, and a short time afterward 
P. D. Armour retired from the presidency 
to become chairman of the board of di- 
rectors, and J. Ogden Armour was made 
president in his stead.

Gentry, of Atlanta, Ga., wags appointed 
general manager of that company with 
headquarters at Atlanta. 

Mr. Guntry succeeds Charles H. Wilson, 
who resigrs to become general superin- 
tendent of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, with headquarters at 
New York. 

Mr. Gentry has long been identified with 
Atlanta, and his promotion will be cause 
for congratulation from the many friends 
he has in the city and throughout his dis- 
trict. 

One of the most important features of 
the announcement is that the bBadquar- 
ters of the general manager will be trans- 
ferred to Atlanta. The headquarters of 
Charlies H. Wilson, who has held that 
position and who resigns to take charge 
of another telephone company, had his 
headquarters in New York; but with the 
appointment of Mr. Gentry it wil be 
brought here. 

The transfer of the headquarters to At- 
lanta also brings here the staff of the 
general manager, including the gencral 
superintendent, chief engineer, chief elec- 
triclan and several special agents and 
other officials, 

Mr, Gentry as general manager will 
have charge of the Southern Bell sys- 
tems and lines in West Virginia, Virginia, 
Nerth Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama.

Council To Act on Barrett Res-| 5 


olution Next Monday 
Afternoon, 


COMMITTEE OF HINETEEN 
MUST BE APPOINTED 


Resolution Contemplates Re-arrang- 
ing Wards with Reference to 
Population of Each—Pres- 
ent City Limits May 
Be Extended. 


After amending so as to provide that 
the extension of the city limits might be 
considered, the ordinance committee of 
council yesterday decided unanimously 
to report favorably upon Councilman 
Barrett’s resolution calling for the re- 
districting of Atlanta. 

The resolution will be sent back to 
council on Monday afternoon with the 
recommendation that it be passed. In 
the event the general body thinks favor- 
ably of the matter the mayor pro tem. 
will, by the terms of the resolution, ap- 
point a committee of nineteen to investi- 
gate the feasibility of the plan and report 
back to council. 

This committee will consist of the 
mayor, one councilman from each of the 
seven wards, two aldermen, one from the 
northern side and one from the southern 
side of the city, and eight citizens at 
large and the city engineer. 

The original resolution as introduced at 
the last meeting of council is as follows: 
Whereas, the city of Atlanta, as shown by 
the census taken recently, has very largely 
grown in population and the density of the 
population within the original boundaries of 
said city has very much increased; and, 

Whereas, several sections of adjacent terri- 
tory have been added from time to time to the 
limits of said city; and, 

Whereas, the division of the city into wards 
is not properly adjusted to the density of the 
population of the territory of said city; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, by the mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta, That a committee of 
nineteen be appointed by the mayor pro tem., 
consisting of the mayor and one councilman 
from each of fhe seven wards, and two alder- 
men, one from the northern side and one from 
the southern side of said city, and eight citi- 
zens at large, who shall be selected in like man- 
ner, together with the city engineer, who shall 
be authorized to take into consideration the 
above facts and report back to council some 
plan for redistricting the city and providing 
for the representation thereof in order that 
proper charter amendments may be secured 
to carry into effect the recommendations thus 
made. 

When the ordinance committee met 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock Gouncil- 
man Barrett was present and had a few 
words to say about his resolution. He 


said the paper practically told its own 
story and the only reason he appeared 
before the committee was to explain the 
motiye which had prompted its introduc- 
tion. 

“The.city is not properly divided,” said 
he, “that is to say the districts are not 
arranged with reference to the popula- 
tion of certain sections. My resolution 


has in view the redistricting of the city 
so that the wards may be equalized as to 
population. Members of the com- 
mittee may remember that dur- 
ing the recent’ city election some 
thirty or forty voters could not 
vote in the first, fifth and sixth wards 
on account of the crush at the polls at 
the closing hour. If .the wards are ar- 
ranged so that each will have about the 
game rumber of citizens this embarrass- 
ing feature will be eliminated.’’ 

Alderman Johnson proposed that the 
committee might also take into considera- 
tion the extension of the city limits so 
as to embrace several communities that 
were now enjoying municipal advantages, 
but were, just outside the corporate limits. 
He then ‘offered the following amendment 
to the resolution, which Councilman Bar- 
rett readily agreed to: 

“Resolved. That the committee named 
be further instructed to consider care- 
fully and report upon the advisability of 
extending the city limits with all facts 
relating thereto.”’ 

This amendment was adopted and the 
committee decided to recommend favor- 
ably the entire resolution. 


SEABOARD AIR LINE IS SUED. 


Charles Bankston Asks Damages of 
the Railroad to the Amount 
of $1,999. 

Charles Bankston yesterday entered 
suit, through his attorney, William H. 
Withers, against the Seaboard Air-Line 
Railway Company for $1999 damages. 
Bankston was employed by the road in 
the capacity of brakeman on a freight 
train and he is alleged to have geen in- 
jured during the present month. 

Bankston was running between Winder 
and Atlanta, it is claimed, and while at- 
tempting to climb to the top of a freight 
car, the top hand hold of the ladder broke 
and he was precipitated to the ground. 
It is alleged that he was permanently 
injured as a result of the accident. 

The petition. claims that the accident 
was caused by failure on the part of the 
railroad to exercise due caution and care.

A DESPERATE POSSUM IN

HOUSE LOBBY 


He was a very fat, foolish-looking and 
subdued possum from the fastnesses of 
Gwinnett county. Innocence, good humor 
and an utter lack of guile shone from 
his beady-looking little eyes and actually 
exuded from the surface_of his sleek, 
well-fed and plump body. Save for the 
fact that he viewed the world from an 
unnatural attitude and seemed inclined 
to look down on things in general, one 
would have taken*this particular possum 
to be the embodiment of absolute con- 
tentment. 

When he made his entrance into the 
lobby of the Kimball house last night 
about 7 o’clock, he was accompanied by 
a small boy.

_ Goods Thrown from Freight Train and 
Secreted in Woods. 

OFFICERS FIND THE GOODS 


One of the Robbers Discovered and 
Is Chased and Shot at. 


WAS RATHER UNIQUE CASE OF STEALING 


Atlanta and West Point Train Was 
Robbed Just Beyond West End. 
Officers Made Discovery. 


A gang of robbers looted a moving train 
last night about 10 o’clock and two dray 
loads of stolen goods were found in the 
woods by Officers Blackstone and Camp 
and sent to the police barracks. 

One of the robbers, who had been left 
to look after the goods while the others 
presumably -ent tno get a dray to haul 
the stuff, was discovered by the police- 
rien. The thief ran and was fired at, but 
he maraged to escape in the darkness. 

Ths robbing of a moving train is a nov- 
elty in criminal] cricles and just such a 
case has never before been reported Ly 
the police in Atlanta. 

Last night a freight train left the city 
for Montgomery cn the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad. When it was passing a 
ekirt of woods just beyond West End one 
of the cars was broken open and a lot of 
goods were tumbled out on the side of 
the road. ‘The man in the car evidently 
had confederates in the woods waiting 
for the goods, while he jumped from the 
train when it slowed up a mile farther 
down the road at Fort McPherson. 

The goods were carried across the roai 
into the thick woods, where one man was 
left as a guard, while the others went 
off for a conveyance. ! 

Officers Blackstone and Camp heard a 
noise in the woods as if some one Wms 
breaking open a box, and they slipped up 
through the darkness and discovered the 
guard trying to break a large box with a 
hatchet. The man heard or saw. the offi- 
cers and ran. The officers pursued him 
and fired a shot or two, but without 
effect. 

There were two large boxes of fine shoes 
worth several hundred dollars and a dray 
load of tobacco in boxes among the goods 
found. 

These will be turned over to the rail- 
road authorities. It is believed a man 
must have secreted himself inside the car 
and broken open the door as soon as the 
train pulled out from the city.

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Patrolman Drasbach Loses His 


Temper in Court 
WAS FINED FOR CONTEMPT 


Negro Said That He Caught the Of- 
ficer Hugging a Woman—Dras- 
bach Is a Native of Den- 
mark—Handy with 
His Fists. 


Pratrolman Hans C. Drasbach gave way 
to his temper in the recorder’s court yes- 
terday morning and struck a prisoner who 
had been tried and sentenced. The pris- 
oner had made a statement about the 
officer which reflected upon his charac- 
ter. No one who heard it believed other- 
wise than the negro was,trying to get 
revenge, but Drasbach, filled with anger, 
followed the negro as the bailiff lead him 
to the waiting room and planted a blow 
in the burr of the prisoner's left ear. 

The scene created a ripple of excitement 
and the recorder immediately ordered a 
case made against the officer for 
tempt of cotrt. 

Drasbach had arrested Dave Dorsey, 
one of the worthless negroes about the 
city, for rambling about the streets late 
at night and the case was tried by Re- 
corder Broyles yesterday morning. The 
officer testified that he found Dorsey ott 
very late and as he could give no good ac- 
count of himself he was arrested. 

The Recorder, knowing Dorsey's 
record, fined him $15.75. 

The negro said he had been arrested un- 
justly and that the officer made the case 
because he, the prisoner, had caught him 
hugging a woman on the streets. 

“He jugt pulled me because I caught 
him and he was afraid I might tell on 
him,”’ stated the negro. 

The recorder entered the fine and Bai- 
liff Crim took hold of the prisoner and 
Started with him for the waiting room. 

Drasbach fiad stood still all the while 
and then he suddenly followed up the ne- 
gro and struck him a blow just as he 
reached the doorway. The negro stag- 
gered and fell against the door-facing. 
Drasbach was in the act of striking an- 
other blow when the bailiff interfered. 

Recorder Broyles arrainged Drasbach 
for centempt of court and fined him 
$10.75. Later he reduced the fine to $5.75. 

At the afternoon session of his court 
the recorder took up the  negro’s 
case again and reduced his fine from 
$15.75 to $5.75. 

The chief of police is said to be investi- 
gating the affair and he may have charg- 
es preferred against Drasbach before the 
police board.

ROCK ISLAND. THE LEADER 


St. Paul, Steel and Wire and South- 
ern Pacific Continued Promi- 
nent, Supplemented by 
Some of the Southern ’ 
Stocks. 


New York, January $30.—Today’s market 
was made up of movemehts tn special stocks, 
evidently under the operations of specula- 
tive cliques who brought manipulation freely 
to bear to aid the movements. An over- 
whelming proportion of the total business 
was concentrated in less than a dozen stocks, 
St. Paul, Steel and Wire and Southern Pa- 
cific continued very prominent, but they were 
supplemented * by large dealings in Rock 
Island and some of the southern stocks. The 
first five minutes of trading were sufficient 
to demonstrate that very powerful support 
was in the market. The heavy offerings of 
St. Paul were freely bought, and its decline 
was checked at 150. The same was true in 
Northern Pacific and in the steel stocks. 
The official color given to denials this morn- 
ing of the so-called St. Paul deal and. the 
explicit assertions that it was off brought 
@ large speculative selling of the stock, and 
the statement on behalf of the steel and 
wire directors, given gut after the close of 
the market yesterday, was ‘a weakening in- 
fluence in the steel~group. When the deter- 
mined and effective ‘support at these two 
threatening points was observed, the tone af 
the speculation was = strengthened and the 
prompt advance in Rock Island and of va- 
rious other stocks later in the day served 
to sustain prices in the general list. Selling 
to realize was going on actively under cover 
of the strength in active stocks, and the mar¢ 
ket was highly irregular during the whole 
day. Under the influence of the first upward 
spurt in Rock Island, which rose an extreme 
3%, there were general recoverias, St. Paul 
and other leading stocks rising ‘above last 
night. The fact that the buying of Rock 
Island was by brokers identical with the sup- 
port in Steel and Wire aroused some distrust 
of the movement, and the subsequent ad- 
vances in special stocks were not notably re- 
sponded to in the general list. St. Paul sold 
off later to 149% and closed With a net loss 
of a point. Southern Pacific suffered from 
heavy realizing on the statement of Decem- 
ber net earnings showing the extraordikary 
increase of $852,139 over December of last 
year, Mobile and Ohio continued to advance, 
rising to 6% on top of yesterday's gain of 5%. 
No authentic information could be secured 
during trading hours as to the source of this 
buying, but it was made the occasion by 
speculators for advancing the stocks of va 
rious railroads which might be benefited by 
securing the control, including Southern Rail- 
way, Louisville and Nashville, Chicago and 
Alton and Kansas City ‘Southern. The con- 
trol of the road is at present vested in the 
bondholders through a voting trust, and it js 
said that no controlling interest in the stock 
is held by any one party. Later in the day 
the steel stocks were marked up vigorously 
after resisting the decline all day. The rise 
in Steel and Wire from the lowest reached 
3%, in the. preferred 2% and in Federal 
Steel 2%. There were gains of 1 to I%% 
by some other members of the group. The 
engagements of gold for export by tomor- 
row’s steamer make a total of $2,250,000, 
which is considerably less than the prelimi- 
nary estimate. But sterling exchange here 
advanced further toay, as it did. in Paris, 
and it is evident that a gold movement from 
here to London is imminent. It seems hardly 
probable that the bank rate will be reduced 
tomorrow. An additional reserve of gold in 
London would be desirable in preparation for 
the placing of coming war loan there,

UT whatever advance we ara | 

making in humanitarian direc- 
_ - Sa" tions, however. generously. the 

“pepular heart responds to the call 
of suffering, whatever new  forns 
the sentiment of the age is tak- 
ing, as an elerrent of individual life, 
ic is not fostered by modern ideals,”’ sums 
up Amelia Gere Mason, in an article in 
this month’s Century under the caption: 
“Is Sentiment Declining?”’ 

“There is no sentiment in business, ard 
business is a controlling factor in the 
world of today,” she continues. “In uoth- 
ing does sentiment contribute to visible 
success. It does not buy houses or jew- 
‘€ls or bric-a-brac or power or considera- 
tion. The final distillation of wealth may 
|be estheticism, but it is not sentiment, 
which deals with unpurchasable things. 
There was much of it in the old standards 
of distinction, but these have lost their 
value in an age that prefers concrste 
syinbols. We tend more and more-_toward 
making ourselves machines—machines to 
do this or the other thing better than 
some one else, machines to succeed. And 
the final measure of success is money. To 
this end we adjust ourselves and educate 
our youth. But when, in the slow pro- 
cess of evolution, we have our man per- 
fectly constructed for use and warranted 
to be as safe from explosions as from i!]u- 
sions, it is quite possible that we may be 
confronted with a man without a soul. 
In @ scientific age, When it is only facts 
‘that count, facts that can be seen or 
heard or weighed or measured; in a com- 
mercial age, in which thege facts are 
brought to the test of practical utility, 
which always runs toward the ultimate 
standard of success, it may be worth 
while to suggest that there ‘are dangers 
even in figures, and whether the world 
put itself out of equilibrium on the side 
of sentiment or of science, the results are 
equally to be feared. Men are not simply 
bundles of facts molded from the outside, 
but spirits finely touched from within to 
fine issues. 

“I have no intention of posing as an 
apostle of sentimentalism, nor do I wish 
to give a dark or pessimistic view of an 
age that is probably, on the whole, the 
best the world has known, in spite of a 
few faults which,there are numbers of 
people to call virtues. What we lose in 
one point we may gain in another. But 
it is just possible that when we put in- 
dividual sentiment in the category of 
things to be frowned upon and avoided, 
we are in the way of trampling upon 
many of the choicest things of fife. It 
is the safeguard of the old and the weak, 
the hope of the suffering; it lights many 
dark places and binds us by invisible ties 

_ to all that is good in the past and to the 
great ideals of the world. In a thousand 
delicate ways it consecrates family life, 
and makes of love a benediction. If it 
sometimes clings unduly to that which is 
dead or useless, it givés fresh proof of 
the unfailing vitality of the human heart. 
In trying to pull up the rank weeds of 
sentimentality, let us have a care lest 
we pull up with them the tender flowers 
of sentiment which give humanity so 
much of its inspiration, and life so much 
of its charm.

NEW HOTEL WILL 
COST A MILLION 


Atlanta’s Palace Hostelry Will Surpass 
Anything of Kind. 


TO CALL IT “THE ETOWAH-” 


Lower Stories of White Marble and 
Rest of White Brick, 


WILL BE TWICE SIZE OF PRUDENTIAL 


Plans Lately Altered To |. Entail 
Much Greater Cost, and Con- 
struction To Take Year. 


The new hotel, on which work has al- 
ready begun at the corner of Peachtree 
and Luckie streets, will be one of the 
palatial hostelries of the country. The 
plans of the builders, which originally 
entailed an expenditure of a half mil- 
lion, have been enlarged, and it is now 
their purpose to put close to a million 
dollars in the structure and furnishings. 


Already a name has been chosen for 
this great monument of Atlanta’s prog- 
ress and enterprise. The ten-story hotel 
will be called ‘““‘The Etowah.” 

A fair idea of the magnitude of the 
structure can be obtained by comparison. 
The same height as the Prudential build- 
ing, the largest building in the state, it 
will cover exactly twice as much ground 
as the latter structure. There will be 
500 guest chambers, with every appur- 
tenance of a modern hotel of the first 
class. With the exception of two store 
rooms, the entire ground floor. will be 
taken up with lobbies, reception rooms 
and a spacious dining hall one hundred 
feet long and thirty feet wide. 

‘The Etowah” will have two grand en- 
trances on Peachtree and Luckie streets. 
The lower stories wil] be constructed of 
native marble, trimmed with fine Italian 
marble. The sculptured work around the 
entrances and windows will be the most 
artistic known to architecture. The 
principal part of the building will be 
built of white pressed brick, The gen- 
eral effect of the great structure will be 
richly massive, with ornate cornices, 
turrets and chimneys. 

The interior will be magnificent. Manv 
of the floors and walls will be finished 
in exquisite effects of marble and onyx, 
and there will be antique panel ceilings 
of rare woods, with aluminum decora- 
tions. The dining hall will not be equaled 
by another hotel in the south, There 
will be four fast elevators, and the bulld- 
ing will have its own lighting and heat- 
ing plants and telephone system. 

Architect Denny is putting the finish- 
ing touches on the ground plans, which 
will be given to the contractors by the 
time the excavation is completed. He 
will then complete the, plans for the 
steel work and rush every part through 
as rapidly as practicable. It was the 
original intention to have ‘The Etowah 
open to the public by October 1, but the 
more extensive plans will doubtless neces- 
sitate a longer period of construction. 
At least a year will probably be required 
to complete the work and make ready 
the interior. 

Certain it is that Atlanta’s new hotel 
will be a model for at least a generation 
of the twentieth century, and a land- 
mark that Atlantians will point to with

It is the desire of the librarian and 
trustees of the Carnegie library to make 
as fine a showing as possible when the 
new building now going up at the corner 
of Forsyth and Church streets is form- 
ally opened in May, and when Mr. Car- 
negie is expected to visit the city. 

In order to make this opening as cred- 
itable as possible, it is the wish of the 
liorarian to secure as many subscriptions 
at once as can be made, so that the books 
thus purchased can be -n place at the 
time of the opening. 

There are now in the library, classified 
and catalogued, 12,650 volumes, of which

Afternoon. 


TWO PLANS ARE SUBMITTED 


Venable Brothers Want To Dispose 
of Refuse of the City. 


CREMATORY IS OFFERED TO BOARD

Sanitary Inspectors Are To Be Elect- 
ed and Dr. Jarnigan Will Name 
Standing Committees. 


The meeting of the board of health to- 
morrow afternoon at 6 o’clock will be 
an important one. President W. C. Jar- 
nigan will name his standing committee 
for the year, and the election of inspec- 


tors for the sanitary department will 
occur. 


The matter of the disposal of the city’s 
garbage fer the next twelve months 
will be discussed. Messrs. Venable Bros.., 
it Is understood, wish to takf charge of 
the city’s refusé of ‘all kinds, and offer 
to do the work for about $15,000 less a 
year than it now costs the city. 

It is their intention, it seems, to pur- 
chase all the wagons, teams and 
other necessary implements of the sani- 
tary department, and carry on the work 
of cleaning the city. at a yearly expenm 
of $85,000. Council has appropriated 
$100,000 for this department of the city 
government. 

The crematory which now consumes the 
city garbage was built by J. F. Lester 
and his associates, and has been in opera- 
tion for some time past. The crematory 
had a contract with the city to do this 
work for $1,000 a month, the city deliv- 
ering the refuse to the furnace. 

The contract which existed between the 
crematory people and the city expired 
on the first of the year, but was con. 
tinued for this month, pending a new 
contract or other arrangement. That 
temporary contract will expire on Feb- 
ruary Ist. 

The crematory people wish to sell the 
plant to the city, and it is understood the 
price asked is $50,000. This figure includes 
not only the crematory itself, but the 
land on which it is built. The crematory 
is said to be one of the best in the coun- 
try .and is capable of burning both solid 
and liquid garbage. 

The plan which Messrs, Venable Bros. 
have in mind, it seems, 1s that of taking 
the garbage away from the city and 
placing it on their farm near Lithcnia as 
a fertilizer. It igs understood that they 
offer to make a five-year contract with 
the city.
